Unit Rule Applied by Olney 
Men in Convention, 


Massachusetts Democrats Declare for | 
Former Secretary of State for 
President—Olney Men Complete 
Victors After Turbulent

Boston, April 2!.—Thte Hearst leaders 
were signally defeated in the demo- 
cratic convention hefe today. The Ol- 
ney leaders were in complete control and 
after passing resolutions indorsing him, 
instructed the delegates to yote for Ol- 
ney and voted the ynit rule. 

Colonel Willlam A, Gaston, 
rick A. Collins, of Boston; William IL. 
Douglas, of Brockt®n, and Congressman 
John R. Thayer, ' of Worcester, were 
chosen delegates at large. 

About two hundred of the Hearst men 
came to Tremont temple in a body, headed 
by Mr. Williams. There was no demon- 
stration of any sort when they arrived. 

The convention was called to order by 
State Committee Chairman McNary. Tem- 
porary organization was quickly effected 
and severa) committees were appointed 
without objection, but when a motion was 
made that a committee on resolutions to 
be named, to which should be referred all 
resolutions without reading or debate, 
there was a stir among the Olney dele- 
gates. The motion Was carried by about 
5.to !. This was considered the first 
test of the relative strength of the oppos- 
ing faction. 

Turbulent Scenes in Hall. 

This was the beginning of a series of 
motions and counter-motions which kept 
the chairman busy. Motions were put 
and tabled. Others Were indefinitely post- 
poned and then efforts were made to con- 
sider.

Crawford identified Murphy as the man 
who took the money. 

“Murphy ran his hand into my vest 
pocket,’’ stated Crawford, ‘‘to get enough 
change to pay for the drinks, and when 
he touched the roll he kept it. I asked 
him to give me back my money, and he 
walked away and handed it to another 
man whom I did not know.” 

Rhodes states that he was present and 
saw Murphy take the money.

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FOR EXTORTION 
DENT IS FINED 


Augusta, April 21.—(Special.)—A very 
interesting case was argued before Judge 
Speer in the Uniteq States court this 
morning. It was that of the United 
States v. John 8S. Dent, charging the 
defendant with attempting to extort 
money from the postmistress of Athens 
for campaign purposes. It was alleged 
that he wrote the lady in question a very 
polite letter to the effeet that if she could 
spare $5 for such a purpose he would 
thank her. but if she did not it would 
not matter.

Pennsylvania and West Virginia. | 


_ It is to be regretted that the Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia demo- 
cratic conventions, following so close- 
ly upon New York’s overwhelming. in- 
dorsement of Judge Parker for the 
presidential nomination, saw fit to 
take less direct action by refusing 
either to instruct or to adopt the 
unit rule. 

The action of these two conventions 
has immediately been seized upon by 
the opponents of Judge Parker as evi- 
dence of the fact that the fight against 
his nomination is by no means at an 
end; indeed, it is being openly claim- 


| ed that the attitude of Pennsylvania 


and West Virginia can be accepted as 
positive evidence that it is to be con- 
tinued in the hope of obtaining a suffi- 
cient number of votes in the conven- 
tion to defeat Parker’s nomination. It 
requires a two-third vote to nominate 
and if many more states follow the in- 
definite course of Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia it can readily be seen 
that an unfortunate contest may de- 
velop, resulting in danger to the party 
and jeopardizing what New York’s 
action should have made certain—the 
choice of Judge Parker by the na- 
tional convention. 

One thing is made certain by the 
action of Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia, and that is that every democrat 
who favors the nomination of Judge 
Parker should be-brought to a reali- 
zation of the fact that the contest is 
not, as it should be, ended, and that 
with determined and aggressive oppv- 
sition the friends of Judge Parker will 
not have the walk over that should 
have been assured by the result in 
New York. 

First and foremost, it is essential 
that the utmost harmony should exist 
in the Parker ranks. This is applica- 
ble to Georgia as well as to every 
other state in the union. 

There can be no doubt that after the 


action of New York the sentiment of 


Georgia favors the nomination of 
Judge Parker. 

It is not customary for democratic 
conventions in Georgia to instruct, 
the precedent in this state being the 
adoption of a unit rule resolution 
which, in effect, is equivalent to direct 
instructions with a majority of the 
state’s delegation favoring any one 
candidate. If Georgia does not in- 
struct it will certainly adopt the unit 
rule. In any event the full vote of 
Georgia at the St. Louis convention 
should, and no doubt will be, cast for 


Parker. 

Following the action of New York, 
there can be no doubt as to the wis- 
dom of the nomination of Judge Park- 
er. If under existing conditions Parker 
cannot be elected, the party cannot 
hope to win with any other candidate. 
With Parker as the nominee, and with 
the democracy of his own state behind 
him, The Constitution believes that 
if nominated he will be elected. 

If this is a correct statement of the 
case it is clearly the wise course for 
the party to nominate him. 

This will be done if Parker men do 
not expend their energy in fighting 
among themselves instead of concen- 
trating it in the effort to secure Judge 


Parker’s nomination.

Legitimate Presidential Expenses. 

The country has been assured that 
the Mayflower, which the president is 
wont to use as his yacht when he 
wants to do a strenuous turn on the 
high seas, is not kept for the presi- 
dential pleasure, as was supposed, and 
the president has caused it to be an- 
nounced that his Mayflower cruises 
are not wholly at government expense, 
he making it a point to foot the bills 
that would properly be considered per- 
sonal. 

The country had need to be thus re- 
assured on the eve of the national 
election, and now maybe we shall 
have some of our suspicions dispelled 
as to other alleged extravagances of 
the tenant of the white house. We 
would like, also, to know whether the 
grand naval review held in Oyster 
Bay last summer, during the presi- 
dential vacation at his country home, 
was held in those particular waters 
because they afforded the best maneu- 
ver ground available for the north 
Atlantic squadron, or because Presi- 
dent Roosevelt thought it would be 
nice to sit in his big porch chair, like 
the king who “sate on the rocky brow 
which looks o’er sea-girt Salamis,” 
and view the spectacular assemblage 
of war leviathans ready todo its beck 
and bidding, in gala attire for his es- 
pecial glorification. 

Then, while the administration is 
rising to the point of personal privi- 
lege and explaining, we shall We “de- 
lighted,” as our suave president would 
say, to know the inside facts about the 
presidential special train junket across 
the continent. On this head, The Wor- 
cester (Mass.) Spy, a stalwart repub- 
lican organ, enlightens us thus par- 
tially: 

The president has not yet settled the 
matter of transportation over railways. 

It seems to us that this is a matter 
rather for congress to settle, either to 
require the railroad companies to trans- 
port the president in specia] trains free 
or at a fixed cost or ts» sanction the 
present methods under which the chief 
executive often becomes the guest of 
the railroad, both because the railroad 
company desires the advertisement of 
the business and wishes, naturally, to 
avoid any accident to his person either 
through assassins or otherwise. 

The president, personally, can be under 
no obligation to the railroad companies 
of the United States or to any one of 
them for courtesies extended. There is 
No neéd ‘of making a fuss over the pres- 
ent arrangement excepting on the part eg 
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those persons who fai} to see the great 
problems and busy themselves with im- 
aginary and unimportant things. 

The objection to this might be less, 
too, if a president of the United States 
were eligible to but one term and not 
inclined to turn his railroad junkets 
into swings around the circle for the 
purpose of making a reelection can- 
vass of the country. The full sig- 


| nificance of Candidate Roosevelt’s late 


spell-binding tour from ocean to ocean 
was not lost upon the national democ- 
racy, at least, and it must be admitted 
that there would be less ground for 
criticism had the president or a cam- 
paign committee of his party defrayed 
hig traveling expenses. 

We are not surprised that the ad- 
ministration has awakened to the ne- 
cessity of explaining these little 
things, but we very much doubt if the 
explanation will be accepted by the 
American people as explaining any- 
thing. : 

We shall hear more about the mat- 
ter when the campaigners of the de- 
mocracy get busy thig summer, and 
likely we shall find some interesting 
reading matter, statistical and other- 
wise, apropos, in the forthcoming dem- 
ocratic national campaign handbook.

Carnegie’s Latest Benefaction. 

There is much that is admirable in 
Andrew Carnegie’s latest move in his 
philanthropic programme. The found- 
ing of a $5,000,000 fund for the bene- 
fit of “the dependents of those losing 
their lives in heroic efforts to save 
their fellow-men, or for the heroes 
themselves, if injured only,” will serve 
a noble purpose in alleviating the pos- 
Sible distress of many people who de- 
serve more than they receive from a 
not too grateful world. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if as much can be said 
for the effect of the fund in putting 
& pecuniary premium upon heroism. 
The sublimity of heroism is its dis- 
interestedness, and the greatest hero 
is the man who does an act of nota- 
ble bravery without hope of reward 
or care for the world’s applause. 

Still,” Mr. Carnegie’s “hero fund” 
is a comforting assurance to men of 
heroic mettle that they will be under- 
written against the forgetfulness and 
ingratitude of the world in the event 
that their heroism Yeads to physical 
disability or the leaving of widows 
and orphans behind, them. 


Under Mr. Carnegie’s plan there: 


will be a certain income of $250,000 
per annum to be devoted to the help 
of heroic souls and their dependents 
in the United States and Canada. 
This sum will suffice to quite liberally 
pension all the newspaper heroes one 
reads of in the course of a year. 
Perhaps, Mr. Carnegie should have 
gone further and looked after heroes 
who come through unscathed, but 
who, by reason of their poverty, or 
through misfortune, need a helping 
hand. 

We have in mind the hero of the 
ill-fated battle ship Maine—what mat- 
ter if his countrymen have forgotten 
his name? He did not receive a 
scratch, but the quality of his heroism 
was such as to make America ring 
with his nine-day fame. Americans 
remembered the hero of the Maine, 
months after he coolly saluted his cap- 
tain on _that fateful day in Havana 
harbor, When they read in their daily 
papers that he had committed suicide 
because he was not heroic enough to 
face his own little world of destitu- 
tion and had despaired of finding a 
job with which to support his young 
wife. 

It might be a capital idea for Mr. 
Carnegie to open an employment bu- 
reau for jobless heroes, after the 
world has forgotten their names and 
but vaguely remembers their exploits. 
Perhaps, Bill Anthony—wasn’t that 
his name—Bill Anthony?—would be a 
useful living citizen today, ready for 
another act of patriotic heroism, had 
Mr. Carnegie had his “hero fund,” 
with an employment bureau attach- 
ment, in good working order a few 
years ago. 

It may be, moreover, that a good 
many heroes and their dependents 
would rather have jobs than pen- 
sions.

STATE TROOPS 
BEAT HAYWOOD 


Labor Leader Struck Com- 
manding Officer in Face 
at Denver. 


Denver. Colo., April 2i.—President 
Charles H. Moyer, of the Western Fea- 
eration of Miners, who arrived in Denver 
today in custody of state troops, after 
several weeks’ incarceration at Telluride, 
where martial] law is in force in conse- 
quence of the labor trouble, was taken 
before the state supreme court this after- 
noon under the writ of habeas corpus 
which had been issued in his case. The 
court room was guarded by troops. 

The court heard arguments on motion 
of the petitioner to be admitted to bail 
pending a decision on the question of the 
court's jurisdiction, and took the matter 
under advisement, 

Defying the detachment of 
which brought Moyer to appear 
the supreme court, W. D. Haywood, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the federation, at- 
tempted to hold a conversation with the 
prisOner while he was being taken from 
the train at the union depot this morn- 
ing. Ordered to stand back by Captain 
Bulkley Wells, commanding the guard, he 
struck the officer in the face. 

In a second he was surrounded by a 
cordon of angry troopers, who struck 
at him with the butts of their carbines 
and beat him with six-shooters. That 
he was not killed by the excited soldiers 
is due to the action af Bert. Givens, the 
orderly of Captain Wells, who struck up 
the muzzle of a gun aimed at Haywood 
and rescued him from his position be- 
tween two cars where the guardsmen had 
htm cornered. 

Placed under arrest, he was put in the 
middle of a hollow square of militia men 
and marched to the Oxford hotel near 
the depot. Here he again showed fight 
and was beaten into submission. His In- 
juries consist of a deep cut on the left 
side of his head and one of the right 
side of his head which almost severed 
the lower lobe of his right ear. 

When a demand was made by Police 
Captain Frank Lee for the release of 
Haywood on the ground that the maiji- 
tary rule did not extend to Denver, Gen- 
eral Bell replied that he Intended to 
hold Haywood as a military prisoner and 
would shoot any one who attempted to 
take Tim, but nevertheless under orders 
from Governor Peabody, Haywood was 
surrendereg to Sheriff Armstrong and 
placed in jail.

Bill as Passed Provides for Govern- 
ment of Canal Zone Almost Identi- 
cal to That Proposed by 
Jefferson, of Louisiana.

Washington, April 2!.—The house this 
afternoon passed the house substitute for 


ment of the Panama cana! zone. 

Judge Adamson, of Georgia, who is one 
of the leading members of the commerce 
committee, in securing the adoption of 
the substitute supported it this after- 
noon in a strong and convincing speech. 
The substitute is modeled after the act 
of congress, which gave President Jef- 
ferson control of the Louisiana purchase 
pending further action by congress. 

The senate bill provide a scheme of 
government, but it is the idea of the 
house as shown by the passage of this 
bill to postpone such action, going into 
details, until after the title to the strip 
can be finally secured and the Panama 
canal commission can have the opportu- 
nity to make a report upon conditions on 
the isthmus with recommendations as to 
such plans of government as it may re- 
gard needed. 

A rule was adopted after the democrats 
had forced a roll eall, for the considera- 
tion at any time of the bill creating a 
commission to investigate the merchant 
marine of the United States. After the 
bill Was read it was temporarily laid 
aside, 

Messrs. Adamson, of Georgia: Stevens, 
of Minnesota, and Richardson, of Ala- 
bama, members of the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, which 
reported the substitute canal bill, urged 
its passage, contending that it was word 
for word similar to what Jefferson had 
suggested and approved for the govern- 
ment of the territory of Louisiana. 

The bill was vigorously opposed by 
Mr. Harrison, of New York, who charac- 
terized it as depotism run mad, because 
it gave the president authority greater 
than any sovereign in the world. 
He sarcastically remarked that 
members ought to be grateful that the 
president had consented to consult the 
house instead of legislating from the 
white house as he is accustomed to do- 
ing. “This autocratic power’ would 
throw open to him six or seven hundred 
Offices. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, chairman of the 
committee, explained that in the absence 
of definite knowledge of the conditions 
existing on the zone the committee had 
resorted to the great precedent of Thom- 
as Jefferson. He got into a spirited col- 
loquy with Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, 
who asserted that there already were 
Statutes affecting the government of the 
canal zone, but that the president had 
ridden over them rough shod. 

“Il doubt if it is the idea of the best 
standards of citizenship,’ tartly replied 
Mr. Hepburn, ‘‘that a man shall stand 
as a brawler constantly against the chief 
executive of his nation.” 

“IT always do thas”’ answered = Mr. 
Gaines, ‘‘when they don't obey the law, 
no matter whom or where it is.” 

The house got into a wrangle over a 
resolution to pay Mr. Slemp, republican 
of Virginia, $1,500 on account of ex- 
penses incurred by him in defending, be- 
fore the Virginia courts, his title to his 
seat. The opponents of the resolution 
contended that as no contest had been 
waged in the house the 4&ppropriation was 
not proper.

Chamber of Commerce Asks for 
Betler Postal Facilities, 


Congressman Livingston Told of De- 
ficiencies in Suburban and Rural 
Service in Fulton County, and 
Asked to Help Improve 

anc the Conditions. 


The Atlanta chamber of commerce, 
through President R. F. Maddox, has 
taken up the matter of securing better 
postal facilities in the suburban and ru- 
ral sections of Fulton county. 

President Maddox vesterday addressed 
a letter to Congressman Livingston call- 
ing attention to the great increase in 
the-population of Fulton county and the 
increase in business of the Atlanta post- 
office. 

It will be remembered that Postmaster 
Blodgett has recently taken up the mat- 
ter through the postoffice department a‘ 
Washington’ and Inspector Barry has: in- 
vestigated the situation and reported 
upon it. 

Through the efforts of Colonel Blodgett 
and tthe Atlanta chamber of commerce, 
with the assistance of Colonel Livings- 
ton, it is believed that Fulton county will 
be able to secure adequate postal facill- 
ties in suburban and rural sections. 

Mr. Maddox’s letter to Colonel 
ingston follows: 

“Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, ‘At- 
lanta, Ga., April 21, 1904.—Hon. L. F. 
livingston, M. C., Washington, D. C, 
My Dear Sir: The-business men of At- 
lenta, and the people generally, are very 
desirous of having the postal] service in- 
creased in the suburban and rural] sec- 
tions of Fulton county. 

“There are one hundred and thirty- 
eeven counties in the state of Georgia, 
with a population by the census of 1900 
of 2,216,33!. Of this population the 
county of Fulton contained 117,363, and 
tha state tax digest of 1903 shows that 
Fulton county paid more than one-eighth 
of the taxes of the entire state. 

“The county is in area one of the small- 
est, containing outside the city limits 
of Atianta but /I6!1 square miles of ter- 
ritory.

Increase in Population. 


“In the territory beyond the city limits 
by the census of 1900 there was a popu- 
lation of nearly 28,000, which has stead- 
ily increased to at least 30,000 since that 
time. The limits of Atlanta have not 
been extended since tthe census of 1900, 
and there is a large suburban popula- 
tion just beyond. In many instances 
the streets and numbers continue be- 
frond the city in such a way that it is 

ifficult, without loca] information, ‘to tell 
where the city ends. In the county be- 
yond the city there are now two city and 
eight rural carrier routes, giving mail 
facilities to some, and none to other 
sections which are equally entitled to this 
privilege. 

“We think equal] facilities should be 
given where similar conditions exist, and 
with that end in view, we have to re- 
quest that for the benefit of Our people 
residing beyond the limits, as well as 
for the advantage of the business inter- 


“ ests of the city. you will use your best 


efforts to have the proper representative 
of the postoffice department look into the 
advisability of covering that portion be- 
yond the suburban territory mentioned, 
with rural routes where not already es- 
tablished. | 

“We understand that Inspector Barry, 
of the postoffice department, recently in- 
vestigated the siiuation here and made 
a report as to the advisability of estab- 
lishing suburban service from the Atlanta 
office, and we hope you will call up this 
report for action.

Georgian Put Republicans Where 
They Could Not Refuse to Pro- 
vide for Shaft to Jefferson, 
Believed That the Item 
Will Go Through. 


Washington, D. C., April 2!1.—(Special.) 
A handsome and appropriate monument 
to Thomas.-Jefferson will be added to the 
collection at the capital of the nation if 
the republican leaders permit a senate 
amendment to the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, introduced by Senator Bacon, to 
remain in that bill.

When the item was reached a@ppropriat- 
ing $8,000 for the expenses incident to 
the erection of the Frederick the Great 
statue, Senator Bacon was recognized. 
His opposition to the appropriation for 
this purpose, and especially to the ac- 
tion of President Roosevelt in accepting 
the statue tendered by the German Em- 
peror when it was not in his province 
to pass upon the tender and he could, 
had it not been for his desire to cater 
to Emperor William, have simply refer- 
red the matter to congress, had been 
made clear in a speech when the propo- 
Sition first came up. 

He said he was still of the opinion that 
this is an exceedingly inappropriate gstat- 
ue to be erected upon the grounds of thig 
government, and that while he recognized 
the fact that there have been many Ger- 
mans whose statues would be appropriate 
and acceptable, Frederick the Great was 
not one of them. He said he recognized 
it was the purpose of the senate to make 
the proposed appropriation, however, 
and he proposed to offer an antidote, 

This came in the shape of an amend- 
ment reading: 

“That there shall be erected in the city 
of Washington, D. C., a statue of Thomas 
Jefferson, and for the purpose of pro- 
curing and erecting said statue, with a 
suitable pedestal and for the preparation 
of a site, the sum of $50,000 or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 
appropriated out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
same-to be expended under the direction 
of a commission to be composed of the 
Secretary of war, the chairman of the 
committee on the library of the senate, 
the chairman of the committee on the 
library of the house of representatives of 
the fifty-eighth congress, and the Unl- 
ted States senators from the state of 
Virginia. 

The republican leaders, taken by sur- 
prise, saw so clearly the awkward posi- 
tion they would be in should they refuse 
to provide for a statue to Jefferson when 
they were appropriating for the Fred- 
erick the Great, that they made na op- 
position and the Bacon amendment was 
adopted. 

The republican leaders now talk of 
dropping this amendment in conference, 
but it is believed they will feel com- 
pelled to let it remain for the same rea- 
sons that prevented their opposing its
